Ottawa, April 2—The budget debate 
came to a sudden and unexpected ter- 
mination shortly before ten_ o'clock 
in the House of Commons today, Ne 
one was ready to go on, several mem- 
bers, who had prepared speeches be- 
ing out of the House, They could 
not be waited for, however, and a 
motion to go into committee on ways 
and means Was adopted, thereby ter: 
minating the debate, The budget de- 
bate commenced on March 17 and has 
lax continued at intervals simee 
and it has been the most prolonged 
budget debate in recent years 

When the House met this afternoon 
Mr. R. L, Borden wanted to know 
whether Judge Cassels, of the Ex- 
chequer court, had accepted the ap- 
pointment as royal commissioner to 
investigate the affairs of the marine 
department. He also wanted to know 
why three of the officers of the de- 
partment had been suspended when 
no one had been directly named in 
the report. The premier replied to the 
first question that he had reecived 
n letter from Judge Cassels just as 
he was entering the House and had 
not had time to read it, ~He would in- 
form the House of its contents late 

Hon. Mr, Brodeur answered Mr 
Borden’s second question. Owens, the 
accountant of the department, he said, 
had been suspended ‘before the report 
was received, Gregory and Fraser 
were not suspended because of the re- 
port of the commission, but as a re 
sult of an investigation made by him- 
self, . They had neglected to obey 
certain orders he had issued. 

Mr. Borden wanted to know ou 
what grounds Owens had been sus- 
pended. Mr, Brodeur replied that it 
was because of his private conduct. 
He had written a letter to the min- 
ister acknowledging that he had piace 
mistakes. Mr, Brodeur did not think 
it would be fair to make the details 
public, but would let Mr. Borden see 
the letter if be desired 

The budget debate was then resum- 
ed by Armstrong (Conservative, East 
Lambton).

IRISH LAND PURGHASES. 


Amount to Three Hundred Million In- 
stead of Twenty-Five. 


London, April 8—The depression in 
the money market which has made it 
impossible for the government to raise 
further loans required to fulfil the 
intentions of the Irish Land Purchase 
act of 1903, resulted in the appoint- 
ment of a committee to the treasury, 
which has just reported in favor of 
several financial expedients to tide 
over the difficulty. 

According to William O’Brien, Na- 
tionalist mem er of parliament, in a 
double column letter in the Daily 
Telegraph this morning, he says that 
these expedients will only complicate 
and prolong the deadlock and prac- 
tically suspend the land purchases for 
decades, He argues that the whole 
difficulty has arisen through the ex- 
traordinary and unexpected success of 
the land act 

Instead of the purchases amounting 
to twenty-five million dollars yearly, 
which was the outside limit antici- 
pated by the former secretary for Tre- 
land, Mr, Wyndham, when he intro- 
duced the bill, there have been trans- 
fers amount to three hundred million 
dollars within four years, and, it is 
certain, he says, that another three 
hundred million dollars in sales eould 
be effected next year if advances wers 
forthcoming. This virtually would 
abolish the Agrarian problem in Ire 
land 


TOWNS TO VOTE ON 
LOCAL OPTION BYLAW 


Olds and Clareshoim will Take Ad- 
vantage Clause in New License 
Act—Meeting of Executive of Mor- 
al Reform League Held in Red 
Deer. 


The first municipalities in Alberta 
to take advantage of the clause in the 
liquor license ordinance providing for 
local option by a three-fifths vote will 
be the towns of Olds and Claresholm, 
This decision was reached at a meet- 
ing of the executive of the Alberta 
Temperance and Moral Reform league 
held in Red Deer yesterday to consid- 
er questions of interest to the league 
Application will be made at once to 
the attorney general's department for 
the necessary legal steps to have this 
local option vote arranged for, 

Mr, John Benson, of Medicine Hat, 
stated that the temperance forces of 
Saskatchewan intend to petition tl« 
legislature for municipal local cption 
by u majority vote to be taken during 
au municipal clection, and without any 
fee fm the temperance people 

The question of the observance of 
the liquor license law was discussed 
at some length by the executive, <A 
committee composed of J. D, Blay- 
ney, Rev, A. M, McDonald and Rev. 
Dr, D. G, MeQueen was appointed to 
protest against any liquor licenses be- 
ing granted along the right of way of 
the G, T. P. and against the graating 
of the application tor a liquor license 
at Islay, as the population of that 
town, it is claimed, does not warrant 
the grantin¢ of this license, 47 li- 
cense commissioner will also be asked 
not to renew the license of one of the 
Hardisty hotels, which is now under 
the ban. There are at present three 
licensed hotels in that town, which 
has a population of 400. The presi- 
dent, field secretary and secretary 
were appointed a committee to exam- 
ine the report of the provincial license 
inspector and to secure information 
regarding the liquor traffie in Alberta, 
its volume ayd effect on the people 
of the province, 

The question of the spread of tem- 
perance literature throughout the pro- 
vince and the use of temperance text- 
books in public schools was discussed, 
Mrs, McKinney, of Claresholm, re- 
ported that the Calgary school board 
were taking an active interest in this 
question, and their teachers are using 
a magazine called ‘The Schoo] Physi-

There was considerable discussion 
regard the publishing of an offi rial 
organ of the Alberta Temperance and

BRITISH CABINET Montreal, April 2—There is a pros- 


Asquith Will Succeed Bannerman 
Only Temporarily----Other 
Changes Forecasted 


London, April 2.—A shake-up is 
ahead in the British cabinet. Premier 
Sir Henry Campbell - Bannerman’s 
days are numbered. Unless he dies 
in the meantime he will assuredly re- 
sign by Easter, His death or re- 
tirement will place three young men, 
one of them the son of an American 
mother, ancther the husband of an 
American wife, in the running for 
prime minister. None of them will 
get the post at once. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, H, H. Asquith, will 
succeed Mr. Bannerman, but this will 
only mean a delay for the others, 
Asquith’s policy is to give the young 
men achanee. As soon as he reaches 
the premiership he will put several 
important changes into effect. For 
himself he will have to quit the chan- 
cellorship, to give himself more time 
to run the rest of the cabinet. The 
premier draws no salary so will ap- 
point himself as First Lord of the 
Treasury The post calls for little 
work and pays $25,000 annually. 

There will be two other  resigna- 
tions, one, that of Sir Henry Fowler, 
who draws $10,000 annually for look- 
ing after King FE 
perty His nominal title is that of 
Chanceilor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 
The Marquis of Ripon will also step 
down as Lord of the Privy Seal. The 
place has no salary but carries with 
it the title to a cabinet seat. Men al- 
ready chosen for these three places— 
as chancellor of exchequer, chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster and lord 
of the privy seal—are President Lloyd- 
George, of the executive of the Board 
of Trade; First Commissioner of 
Works Lewis V. Harcourt, and Under 
Secretary for the Colonies, Winston 
Churchill, These three men, with 
President John Burns, of the Local 
Government Board, have been the 
Liberal government’s successes.

A STRONG CONDEMNATION. 


Accommodation For Prisoners in Winni-! 


peg Disgrace to City. 


Winnipeg, April 3.--The investigatioy 
of the Winnipeg police department by 
Judge Myers was concluded yesterday, 
and his honor will, in due course, report 
his findings to the city council, at whose 
request he has been acting. As to the 

ope of the investigation, Judge Myers 
ruled that the police commissioners were 
right in their contention, and that the 
council had no authority to institute a 
general enquiry into all the matters 
connected with or concerning police o1 
any officer thereof. T. R. Ferguson, re- 
presenting the attorney-general, made a 
strong attack on prisoners’ accommoda- 
fions, i 

Mr. Perguson said he had called his 
honor’s attention to a matter of which 
he could not speak too strongly. He 
asked for some recommendation, and 
wished the newspapers to take it up and 
let it be known to the citizens at large. 

He was satisfied it was not known. 
He himself had not been aware of it 
until this investigation began. He re- 
ferred to tho treatment of a citizen 
after he had been sentenced at the police 
station. He would like to speak of it in 
measured language. But this was al- 
most impossible. It was a erying shame 
to the city of Winnipeg that a citizen, 
man or woman, brought there, drunk or 
sober, until he got his trial, had no bed 
to lie on, and no place to take off his 
clothes, while after sentence the treat- 
ment was enough to drive him insane. 
‘le did not say that this man was the 
fault of the chief or any of his men. 
The fault lay against the city. He did 
not consider the board of police commis- 
sioners entirely blameless; they must 
have understood the state of affairs, and 
it was their duty to agitate and get 
things changed. A man under sentence 
for one day -to 2 1-2 days was locked up 
with drunken men, and thieves, and all 
lasses were herded together. Most dogs 
had a bed to lie on, but it was not so 
with these citizens of Winnipeg. He 
thought it was time this should be rem- 
died, and he asked his honor to make 
the strongest recommendations possible 
and even to censure the neglect,

Colin Fraser, thi ell known fur 
trader, has sold his furs and is busily 
engaged in outfitting preparatory te 
a return to hie trading posts in the 
north, 

The furs were sold in the fur room 
of McDougall & Secord, W. Jaeger, 
agent for Jos, Ullman & Son, secur- 
ing the main packet of 100 marten and 
3 silver foxes His bid was $1,388 
Henry Fraser, bidding for MeDougall 
& Secord. secured the Herschell lot 
of 50 marten skins brought in by Colin 
Mraser 

When seen this morning by a re- 
presentative of ‘the Bulletin Colin 
Fraser wus with several other of the 
men from tha north who were enjoy- 
ing quiet games of checkers and erib- 
bage in Henry Fraser's fur room, 
which is the club house of the north- 
ern men 

The bronzed trader, garbed in -a 
mart new tweed suit, but still wear- 
ing the comfortable moccasins of the 
northern trappe iook his head dis- 
mally at the | spect of fur- 
trading in the north. This past win- 
ter, he believes, marks the first of 
the seven lean years which recur peri- 
odically to the fur trader 

“T have been up twenty years mn 
the north getting fure, and I never 
knew so poor a year as this. T have 
been away since last August and J 
brought down not $2,000 worth of furs 
Chis time last year L had already 3:6 
marten skins and 12 silver fox, This 
year I could get altogether only 3 
silver fox and 160 marten.’ 

The trader’s genial bright face cloud-

“It is a bad year for furs, and it is 
only the beginning. We will hav 
seven bad years vet, I expect, It is 
always the way 

“How are the Indians affected by 
the searcity of furs?’ 

“Some of them are starving. Abou 
Fort Chipweyan there are no rabbit 


even, nothing at all but a tew muek 
rats, and the [ndiens are often hun 
gry. J gave them myself all the fish 


{i had left and some flour—but that 
was not enough. So did the company 
do their best, but there are many 
Indians without food yet, One starv 
ing man came in to the Fort and we 
fed him 1 thought he would kil 
bimself he was so greedy to eat, We 
sent out for his family and brought 
them in Then we gave them nete 
and they can feed themselves now on 
whitetish, I gues

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No Reason For Outcry From Calgary 
Builders and Contractors—Amend- 
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ment of Last Session Cleared Up 
Disputed Point,

The outery of the Calgary builders 
and contractors over the Mechanics’ 
Lien Act is regarded by local legal 
lights as particularly futile at the pre- 
eent time in view of the fact thai 
amendments to the act were passed 
at the last session of the Legislature, 
Ii was recognized that the original 
vet was faulty, but the amendments 
introduced by the government at the 
last session have made it one of the 
best mechanic lien acts in existence, 

Under the 1906 act there was a di- 
versity of opinion, as to the construe: 
tion to be put on section 32, which 
read as tollows: 

“No lien, except. for not more than 
six weeks wages in favor of laborers 
shall attach, 60 as to make the owner 
liable for a greater sum than the sum 
owing and payable by the owner to 
-the contractor,” 

in giving a decision on a case tried 
under this act, Mr, Justice Stuart 
held that the owner was liable to the 
sub-contractors or supply men for the 
full amount due them in the event 
of the contractor failing te pay them, 


full or not, Mr. Justice Beck held on 
the contrary that the owner was not 
liable to pay the sub-contractors pro- 
vided he paid the main contractor in 
full, and that lien holders could only 
collect that part of their claim equal 
fo the amount due the contractor at 
the time the lien was filed. 

In order to settle this disputed point 
the government at the last session of 
the Legislature brought in an amend- 
ment to the preseny iechanies’ lien 
act, This provided that all sub-con- 
tractors should notify the owners of 
the amount of their claim as sogn as 
the material was supplied or the work 
performed, and the owner would then 
be liable for the amount due them up 
to the amount still due the contrac- 
tor,
